Differential fees for visa 
students were strongly de- 
nounced by the Students' So- 
ciety executive In yesterday's 
open meeting. The two-tier 
tuition fee structure "would 
become a superfluous means in 
the attempt to control the 
number, location and move- 
ment of foreign students in 
Quebec and Canada," Presi- 
dent Terry Reed said to the fifty 
students attending the second 
open meeting of the year. 

The Society Executive is 
seeking the support of the 
University Senate in Its opposi- 
tion to differential fees, which, 
according to numerous sour- 
ces, will be Implemented in 
Quebec by September. "The 
narrow effective target of dif- 
ferential fees," the executive 
document claims, "lays bare an 
underlying racism which does 
not speak well of any 'vrai 
gouvernement'." 

"Differential fees would cre- 
ate a higher barrier to entrance 
for students from lower Income 
groups," the document states. 
Many of the Executive's argu- 
ments are based on a recent 
report published by the Cana- 
dian Bureau for International 
Education. "According to the 
CBIE, the foreign student 
brings sufficient benefit to the 
Quebec economy to offset the 
cost of their education to the 
taxpayer." The Executive de- 
duced that "should differential 
fees be implemented, the Que- 
bec government would be act- 
ing for purely political motives 
to change this balance In favour 
of the taxpayer so as to exploit 
the resources of foreign stu- 
dents." 

Certain aspects of- the "wor- 
king document" were criticized 
by students In attendance. One 
student questioned the execu- 
tive's approach, claiming that 
since differential fees existed 
In other countries for Cana- 
dians, it Is only fair that 
Quebec implement them as 





wen. Anotner student proposed 
that an agreement could be 
made between Quebec and for- 
eign governments to exchange 
students. . 

Such an agreement would 
permit Quebec students to 
attend universities in other 
countries without having to pay 
differential fees, and foreign 
students could attend Quebec 
universities on the same basis. 
Itrwas pointed out, however, 
Mhat an arrangement of that 
nature would require lengthy 
negotiation between govern- 
ments, and the coming differ- 
ential fees required immediate 
attention. 

Another student pointed out 
that differential fees must be 
examined In the larger context 
of provincial and federal immi- 
gration legislation restricting 
accessibility and visa students' 
activities In Canada. Taking 
differential fees out 'of the 
larger context of restrictive 
measures on foreign students 
demonstrated a "naive" ap- 
proach to the question. The 
Executive replied that such an 
approach was necessary for 
their presentation to Senate. 
'.Another student pointed out 
that the document omitted 
mention of academic and cul- 
tural benefits of an Interna- 
tional university. 

Quebec differential fees, ac- 
cording to Vice-principal E.J. 
Stansbury in an Interview ear- 
lier this year with the Dally, will 
most likely be based on the 
Ontario method of Indexation. 
A difference of approximately 
$1500 between Canadian and 
foreign tuition rates would 
affect new visa students. Con- 
cordia University officials have 
claimed although the Quebec 
Ministry of Education has not 
made an official statement, 
differential fees are expected to 
be Implemented by September. 
The two-tier fee structure is 
included In the Parti Québécois 
platform.

Differential fees racist 



TORONTO (CUP) - Quota 
systems which would restrict 
the qurnber of visa students 
from particular countries or 
areas In university faculties 
"smell of racism", according to 
•University of Alberta Vice- 
president Myer Horowitz. 

Horowitz told workshop par- 
ticipants at a January 22-24 
conference on international 
education held here that people 
who are concerned about the 
high levels of visa students 
from particular countries, such 
as Hong Kong, had better ask 
themselves why they are con- 
cerned. 

"Are we concerned about this 



primarily because we have very 
few students from, say, Latin 
America? Or are we concerned i 
because the majority of stu- 
dents are of a particular racial 
origin? 

"This suggests to me that we 
have a very unfortunate kind of 
racism In operation," he said. 

Horowitz said that some 
people at the University of 
Alberta want to Introduce 
guidelines which would make it 
impossible for any one faculty 
to admit more than a certain 
percentage of visa students 
from any single country or 
region. 

He added that although he 



had earlier supported such a 
proposal, "personally, I don't 
think It's going to work. It 
smells of racism. It became 
very cleaf to me that my 
Institution was not at the stage 
of development that would 
result in anything positive." 

Horowitz said that currently 
most of his university's in- 
ternational students are from 
Hong Kong — about 43 per 
cent of the university's 1,250 
visa students. In some facul- 
ties, such as engineering, as 
many 'as 75 per cent of visa 
students enrolled are from 
Hong Kong.

decision, best for all -parties the StudSoc. At present, the 
concerned." Executive Director is picked by 

a Senate committee. Ways for 
impeaching councillors were 
proposed, as the present con- 
stitution has no means of 
removing councillors from of- 
fice.

Council is considering Incor- 
porating the Society, in order to 
turn the society into a "legal 
: citizen". According to StudSoc 
President Terry Reed, incorpor- 
ation would make the Students' 
Society "more responsible for 
its actions because "Senate 
would not have to approve our 
actions." 

Reed also discussed the use 
of Student Services fees for the 
physical upkeep of the Molson 
stadium and other buildings 
that Student Services occupy. 
The Committee to Coordinate 
Students Services (CCSS) may 
suggest a 10 dollar hike In 
student fees next year. Student 
Services-donates $45,000 to the 
' upkeep of the Union building. 
However In order to meet a 
$200,000 deficit the subsidy 
might be abolished. 

Council elections are sche- 
duled for March, and Reed 
stressed that "the work of the 
Students' Society has Just 
begun. Unless competent stu- 
dents run, we will be back at 
square one," he said. 



There was an Informal coun- 
cil meeting before the general 
meeting, where a majority of 
the councillors present ap- 
proved of the Exec's proposal 
regarding the Daily. 

• One student wanted to know 
If Council had any plans to 
gauge student opinion before 
making the decision to grant 
the Daily more money, saying 
that "the only time you guys 
seem to contact us is during 
elections." A .straw vote of 
approximately 50 students pre- 
sent approved the proposal to 
grant the Daily more funds. 

VP Internal Fred McMahon 
outlined a number of consti- 
tutional changes the Executive 
Is working on. McMahon 
termed the current constitution 
"ambiguous", and said some 
parts even conflict. 

Presently, the Executive 
Committee is elected from the 
Council by the councillors. 
Under the proposed changes, 
the President and Vice-presi- 
dents would be elected by the 
students at large, although the 
Treasurer would still be elected 
by the Council. 

The constitutional changes 
would set up a committee to 
elect the Executive Director, 
the main business employee of

■ He said that he would like to 
see institutions plan the mix of 
visa students through more 
positive moves than quotas. If 
universities want to attract 
students from a particular area, 
they could publicize the insti- 
tution in certain places and 
offer scholarships to students 
from those areas. "And per- 
haps we should do more than 
we are doing now to help 
students with language prob- 
lems while they are here," he 
added. 

Some kinds of quotas may 
work favourably, Horowitz said,

pointing out that his institution 
has adopted a policy that a 
"quota class" should include a 
minimum of five per cent visa 
students. 

And he added that some 
institutions which are pleased 
that they avoid quotas may 
instead use other restrictive 
measures. "It may be possible 
to avoid quotas and do a 
number of things that are far 
more restrictive." 

The University of Alberta 
itself requires visa students to 
score 600 on the Test of 
English as A Foreign Language 
— a score much higher than 
those required at most other 
Canadian and American institu- 
tions.

Top Ten '77

In recent years, the top ten has ' 
become something of a New Year's 
tradition, on par with Guy Lombardo 
and the Royal Canadiens. Guy may have 
passed on, but the top ten Is still alive 
and well. 

In The Groove's selection is based on 
albums released In the 1977 calendar 
year, and is a reflection of the quality of 
the album, rather than album sales. 
Records in the top ten are in no specific 
order. 

Emerson, Lake and Palmer — Works 
(Atlantic) 

1977 had to be the year of ELP. With 
their two volume, triple LP magnum 
opus Works, Volumes I and II, the 
supergroup has maintained their vast 
following and converted the doubters. 

Works Volume I contains three sides 
of music by individual members. Side 
one features Emerson's highly 
orchestrated "Piano Concerto No. 1"; 
Side two five examples of Lake's 
. resonating vocals in commercial 
numbers like "C'est La Vie" and "Lend 
Your Love to Me Tonight", and side 
three highlights six of Palmer's 
bombastic creation, including an 
enthralling drum solo on "Tank". The 
final side of the album re-unites the 
three musicians, and as we all know, 
three heads are better than one. "Fanfare 
forthe Common Man", anew 
composition, saves thealbum, and 
demonstrates the strength which has 
made ELP unbeatable. 

Works Volume II is a single album 
quite different from Its predecessor in 
its looseness, a lack of which may have 
hindered Volume I. On the album is the 
old Lake-Slnfleld number"! Believe in 
FatherChristmas", released no doubt to 
capture the Christmas shoppers. 

Instrumentais "Barrelhouse 
Shakedown", "Maple Leaf Rag" (Scott 
Joplln's) and "Honkey Tonk Train 
Blues" are all very entertaining songs 
from our past, which the group revives 
with refreshing vitality. 

Here In Montreal, where the passion 
for ELP has not abated since they first 
played Place des Nations In 1971 , the 
return of the group is like a second 
coming. 

Fleetwood Mac — Rumours (Warner 
Bros.) 

Fleetwood Mac have clearly outdone 
themselves. Rumours, the small 
follow-up to their 1976 album, has 
broken all sorts of records and firmly 
established the Big Mac as one of the 
'70s top pop-rock outfits. 

The breakup In the personal 
relationships between various group 
members is reflected In the lyrics 
(songs of loving and losing), but the 
music retaihs~lts light fresh flavour. 

Four hits singles sent the album 
soaring to the top of the charts, where it 
remains to date in its 49th week. This 
feat, and the fact that Fleetwood Mac 
won about every possible music award 
during the year, makes the group the 
overwhelming choice as the year's 
premiere rock act. 

David Bowie — Low and Heroes (RCA) 
The combination of David Bowie and 
Brian Eno has created the distinct 
sound on Bowie's latest two albums, 
Low and Heroes. The original title for 
Low was New Music — Night and Day 
— a description which would aptly 
characterize both albums. The day

As the curtain rises, the lights go up 
on a perfectly executed set— a living 
room of the 1920s. Surprisingly, the 
time Is the present ; the setting, a' 
suburb of Cork, Ireland. We are 
introduced to the members of the Foley 
family, last of all, Liam, the almost 21 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Foley. 

The play, Liam Liar, Is based on the 
English story "Billy. Liar", by Keith 
Waterhouse and Willis Hall, re-written 
as an Irish play by Hugh Leonard. The 
action of the play centres around the 
fact that Liam has fatally entangled 
himself with three young women, and 
has promised to marry all of them. On 
top of this predicament, Liam is also a 
compulsive liar, which complicates 
everything to a potentially hilarious 
degree. 



Although the characters in the play 
are not especially complex, each actor 
had his role polished to a fine comic 
edge. As Liam Foley, John Peters 
combined Improvisation and 
naturalness as well as a fine sense of 
impersonation. And Doris Petrle as 
Mary Meldrum, Mrs. Foley's mother, 
plays an old woman watching the world 
and commenting on the actions of the 
characters with an electric stage 
presence, and adds spice to the 
production. 

The direction by Sean Mulcahey was 
also excellent, flawed only by erratic 
pacing. Acts I and II of the play build up 
to a fever pitch, which one expects to be 
resolved quickly In the final act. In act 
III, however, another character is 
introduced and the play drags until the 
end. Whether this lack of momentum is 
the fault of director or script, though, is 
difficult to say. 

For it is the script of Liam Liar, in no 
way profound, but not overwhelmingly 
hilarious, that makes the play a light 
comedy— pleasant enough for an 
evening but forgotten as soon as one 
leaves the theatre. 




sides of the albums are upbeat, witn an 
almost hypnotic drive. Low contains 
fragments of seven songs, where 
Heroes has complete tunes. The "night" 
sides of both albums are comprised of 
spaced-out kraftwork-influenced 
Instrumentais. 

Only Bowie could get away with this 
unorthodox blend of European 
synthetics and North American 
rock'n'roll, and although he doesn't 
succeed thoroughly on these albums, 
his Innovativeness with modern music 
is a credit to his originality. 
Supertramp — Even In the Quietest 
Moments (A & M) 

Coinciding the release of their latest 
album, Supertramp launched a ; 
mammoth summer tour which helped 
propel the British quintet into ; the elite 
class of "rock supergroup". And 
justifiably so, since years of hard work 
have gone into garnering Tramp the 
success they rightly deserve south of 
the border. 



Moments represents a significant 
change from the previous two albums. 
' As the title indicates, the music Is 
quiet. Instead of a catchy tune 
highlighted by a bouncy electric piano 
line, we are now faced with a record 
containing seven varied and equally 
popular cuts. Although none of the 
tunes really predominate, the 
commercially successful "Give A Little 
Bit" and the then minute mini-opera 
"Fool's Overture" have become radio 
staples. 

Pink Floyd — Animals (Columbia) 

Pink Floyd's latest assault on 
society, Animals, Is a combination of 
principal songwriter Roger Waters' 
disdain for the rock world, and George 
Orwell's distrust of governments, fused 
by the spacey pulsating rhythm which 
typifies this pioneering band. 
To quote the album: 
Side one starts with the song "Dogs", 
expressing disgust with those who

On Tuesday, January 31 , the McGill 
English Department and The Tuesday 
Night Café hosted a special studio 
production by The Painted Bird Theatre 
of Montreal. The presentation Included 
a liberal sampling of almost all of the 
performing arts, including dance, 
mime, poetry, music, and all kinds of 
things In between. 

Mother Nature provided the most 
effective opening that any dramatist 
could have hoped for; the lights went 
down in Morrice Hall's Octagon Room 
to the accompaniment of insistent 
Montreal night wind. The first sound 
heard was a fairly passable blues 
clarinet, launching "Improvisation for 
Musician and Dancer". 

The sound followed a nicely cyclical 
pattern, as the musician, Robert 
O'Callaghan, dissolvedfrom clarinet to 
flute to primitive drum and back to 
clarinet. The correlating dance, by 
Barbara Scales, ran from the obvious to 
the elegant. Much of the work was 
almost startling in its clarity of motion 
and its originality of movement, but an 
occasional weak execution and chronic 
too-abrupt transitions detracted 
seriously from the flow of the piece. : 
Nonetheless, the combined effect of 
music and dance produced a robust 
performance, healthy in its effort, if 
somewhat flawed in its style. 

The second presentation was a short, 
Beckett-like play, written and directed 
by Michael Springate— cast: Jo-Ann 
Gormley, Karen Lazar, and Wendy 
Springate. A curious cross between 
expressionistic theatre and 
existentialist non-reality, the play was 
plagued by spots of stilted delivery but 
was highlighted by bizarre and fright- 
eningly Insightful dialogue. Throughout 
the play, Springate insistently 
interwove the womb and politics and 
the walking edge of insanity, 
sometimes to the benefit, and 
sometimes to the detriment, of the 
play. 

The third piece, "Haiku", combined 
Japanese poetry, with "image, sound, 
and movement". Directed by Brian 
Doubt, with Ms. Scales reading, and 
Ms. Gormley, Katherine Gormley, Ms. 
Lazar, Ms. Springate, Diane Morrisson, 
and Mr. Springate as the performers, 
the overall effect was suggestive of 
delicate wrought iron straining to come 
to life. Dressed only in black, the 
dancers performed an ambiguous cross 
between village life and the dark side of 
the soul ; from the start the piece 
somehow Just missed being truly 
dramatic; the continuity was not so 
much dynamically disrupted as it was 
never really achieved in the first place.t 

Still, there were some excellent 
adaptations of metaphorical imagery to 
the visual medium. The staging, again, 
was superb, and the players succeeded 
in conveying an eerie expressiveness 
even through their white plaster masks.

first prize in a dance contest 
held at his club. To do this, he 
must find a talented female 
partner. He comes up with 
Stephanie (Karen Lynn Gorney) 
who dances well but doesn't 
turn on to Tony the way most 
women do. It seems that 
Stephanie is going through 
somewhat of a metamorphosis, 
pulling up her Brooklyn roots 
and transplanting them in 
cosmopolitan Manhattan. 
Stephanie becomes Tony's 
inspiration towards seeking a 
potentially more satisfying 
existence. 

, Travolta's Tony is at once a 
fearless ringleader and a wary, 
confused young adult. As the 
film opens he struts 
confidently down a crowded 
Brooklyn street. People seem 
to notice Tony, almost 
reverently. Several minutes 
later, however, he becomes a 
subordinate character in his 
own home. His father messes 
up his newly coif led hair and 
criticizes his meagre fifty cent 
raise, while his mother berates 
him for coming late to dinner. 
Once outside the house Tony 
regains his posture as leader. 
Despite his status among his 
friends and in the disco, Tony 
can't help but feel that 
something is lacking. This 
emptiness becomes 
particularly troublesome as his 
relationship with Stephanie 
develops. Stephanie's 
secretarial job In the city allows 
her to meet celebrities. Tony 
sees that Stephanie is on the 
up and up while he's going 
nowhere. 

Travolta handles Tony's 
maturity with compassion. 
Gorney's portrayal of a young 
woman coming into her own is 
sensitive, though at times 
confusing. Her elation over her 
new position often seems too 
pretentious to have emerged 
from innocent enthusiasm. It's 
difficult to forgive her 
condescending treatment of 
Tony. 

The screenplay for Saturday 
Night Fever was written by 
Norman Wexler and based on a 
New York Magazine article by 
Nik Cohn. The article, entitled 
"Tribal Rites of the New 
Saturday Night" appeared in 
June, 1976, and specifically 
discussed Italian boys in the 
Bay Ridge section of Brooklyn 
and their weekly fling at a disco 
called 2001 Odyssey. The script 
is intentionally hopeful, 
perhaps unreal ist ically so. 
Still, it makes for an 
entertaining movie, rather than 
a sociological commentary. 

Saturday Night Fever is not a 
dance movie, though the dance 
scenes are well placed and 
fitting. It is not simply a 
showcase for a few new Bee 
Gees tunes, although the 
soundtrack jives nicely with the 
film. Saturday Night Fever is a 
movie with a serious plot and a 
serious young actor. It 
deserves to be taken seriously.

His 
work at the hardware store 
offers no real promise, his 
homelife is bleak and his 
friends are content to indulge 
in juvenile pranks and 
senseless gang fights. Tony 
superficially handles all three 
situations, yet moments of real 
personal triumph come only on 
the dance floor, where tony 
reigns supreme.

The Instrumental opener"! Robot" 
followed by the auspicious hit, "I

The second side of the album is a 
mixture of Instrumental orchestrations 
and rhapsodic operettas, The song "The 
Voice" utilizes the Vocoder Synthesizer, 
which Parsons wielded so successfully 
on "The Raven", a single from the Tales 
album. This unique device transforms 
vocal Input Into synthesized 
pseudo-vocal output, a highly 
Innovative approach to progressive 
music. • 

With the help of the English 
Chorallers and the New Philharmonla 
Chorus, Parsons has emerged as the 
year's most creative and serious artists 
in the music Industry. 

Bee Gees Live — Here At Last (RSO) 
This album just about puts the Icing 
on the cake for the brothers Gibb. The 
trio first appeared on the music scene in 
the late sixties during the heavy rock 
craze, and quickly established 
themselves as orfe of the prime moving 
forces In the pop field. Since that time 
they have not looked back, and have 
matured over the years with music. 

Here At Last, Is a live album, but it is 
also a collection of Bee Gees 
bestsellers past and present. Side two 
deals solely with the group's earlier 
material In a medley, while the rest of 
the double album concentrates on the 
recent hits, from Main Course on.
